This plant is most closely allied to Sasaella kogasensis (Nakai) Nakai ex 
Koidzumi especially in having densely pubescent culm- and leaf-sheaths with 
patent long hairs and retrorse minute ones, leaves pubescent beneath and 
glabrous nodes, but differs from it by the low and slender culms up to only 
about 40 cm in height and 1-2 mm in diameter, and by the smaller and nar¬ 
rower leaves. Therefore, I regard the plant as a new variety of S. kogasensis. 
This variety is merely cultivated as an ornamental plant and the place of 
origin is unknown. 
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
